From 1687 to 1873 the ratio of silver, 


to one of gold, fluctuated between 14.14 
in 1770, the lowest point, and 15.92 ha 
1873, the highest point. Thus showing 
that silver varied but very little in 
value until it was unjustly and treacher- 
ously demonetized by Congress in 1873. 
That this infamous legislation was se- 
cured through the influence of the 
"Wall street goldbugs" and "British 
capitalists" I have not the slightest 
doubt. The result was to increase the 
ratio of silver to gold from 16.17 in 1874 
to 22.10 in 1889. In other words, by 
thia one act the financial yard-stick 
was lengthened from three to about 
five feet, and placed in the hands of the 
"Wall street goldbugs "and "British 
capitalists" with which they measure 
all values (except gold) to-day.

GRINDING DOWN THE PEOPLE. 


During all the years that tbis con- 


scienceless policy has been tightening 
its grip upon the masses, the people, 
under the deceptive guise of protection, 
have been heavily taxed to build man- 
sions on the hill-tops, while labor has 
been poorly clad and fed in "dug-outs" 
in the valley.

A FEW ONLY BENEFITTED. 


But you ask, Have we not increased 


in wealth ? I answer, Yes; and the in- 
crease has been enormous—in fact with- 
out a parallel; but a few men, less than 
30,000, have been enabled under our 
present system to absorb more than 
one-half of it all, while millions who 
helped to produce this wealth are on 
our streets to-day penniless, homeless 
and breadless. 


Don't stop to worry about a " parity 


between silver and gold." Bestore silver 
to the first position it occupied under 
the law for more than one hundred 
years in this country and the question 
of parity between the two metals will 
adjust itself.

It is in Austria, which maintains 


that to plnco the stigma of pauperism 
npou the poor little things is to handi- 
cap them later on in the race for life and 
bread, and thus to lessen their chance of 
ever becoming self supporting and self 
respecting citizens. That their reason- 
ing is just is shown by the results. 
Whereas in Paris, London and Berlin 
the majority of children born in work- 
houses return years afterward to die 
there. In Vienna it is a most unusual 
occurrence for a foundling or an orphan 
dependent upon public charity to be- 
come in old age a charge upon the com- 
munity.

' men living in tbe suburbs at the expense

Their charge is a purely honorary one 


and they are chosen as a rule by the 
Durgomaster of the city or town from 
among the nobility, the retired magis- 
trates, the half pay officers, the rich 
childless widows and wealthy old maids. 
They bear tho title of orphan fathers 
and orphan mothers, and so honorable 
is the position regarded by the popula- 
tion that the mayor never experiences 
any difficulty in securing the services of 
a sufficient number of such official par- 
ents. 
During the early youth of their wards 


the duties of these orphan parents are 
confined to visiting them at unexpected 
times and to keeping the people with 
whom they board up to the mark by 
showing them tbat the children have 
powerful protectors. Upon the official 
parent devolves the responsibility of de- 
ciding the special calling in life for 
which tho youngsters show the most apt 
itude, the only stipulation made by the 
municipal authorities being that the boys 
should bo taught some skilled labor or 
profession calculated to give them later 
on a chance of being able to support a 
wife and family and to lay by provision 
for old age. When these lads go out into 
the world, it is to their official parents 
that they turn for a character, and if 
evil days come to them they appeal to 
their official protectors for help. 


It is an incalculable benefit for a boj 


who is just starting out in life to have a 
man of position to stand by him and to 
speak to the world in his favor, nor ia 
there anything in connection between 
the two to ruffle the in dependence of the 
younger, for when once launched in life 
the elder stands to him simply in the re- 
lation of an old and tried friend, whoso 
advice he may follow or not as he pleases. 


With regard to the orphan or found- 


ling girls, they are mostly trained for 
domestic service, which, however, they 
are not permitted to enter before the 
age of 14, and then it becomes the or- 
phan mother's duty to investigate the 
character of the persons who propose to 
employ her, to see that she is well treat- 
ed and eventually, when she marries, to 
Und out about the man's reputation and 
<is to whether he has the means of keep- 
ing a wife. 


Usually it is from her own house that 


the marriage takes place, and at every 
turn the girl is made to feel the advan- 
tage of having a lady of rank to whom 
aho can always appeal, who is bound to 
protect her, to defend her when wrong- 
fully accused and t« guard her as far as 
possible from evil 


Thanks to thes9.-»rphan parents, heredi- 


tary pauperism in Austria has been 
practically stamped out, znd there is 
much in tho system that may commend 
itself to people on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. The condition of the pauper orphans 
aud of the foundlings now dependent 
upon the public charity of this great 
metropolis would certainly be vastly im- 
proved and the future prospects of the lit- 
tle unfortunates rendered more promis- 
ing were our leading citizens and their 
wives to follow the example of the people 
in similar standing in Austria, and to add 
a new and useful interest to their lives 
by assuming the honorary and honorable 
office of orphan parents.—New York 
Tribune.

A Stilt Race In France. 


A French scientific journal gives par- 


ticulars of a stilt race (course d'echas- 
siers) at Bordeaux, in •which Aime Mar- 
tin, a young man under 20, beat the rec- 
ord by covering 440 kilometers (about 
275 miles) in 70 hours and 35 minutes. 
His stilts wore about 6 feet long and 
weighed over 16 pounds. His bare feet 
were not inured by the friction, and he 
suffered no inconvenience. Another race 
of portanieres—that is, women who car- 
ry burdens on their heads—was won by 
Margaret Pujol, 86 years of age. Her 
burden consisted of a basket laden -with 
43 pounds, and the course was 9 kilome- 
ters (about 5£ miles), which she covered 
in 1 hour and 5 minutes.—Exchange. 


Towel Sounds Photographed. 


Professor Herrmann has succeeded in 


photographing the vowel sounds by speak- 
ing them into a phonograph, which re- 
produced them slowly. The vibrations 
were recorded by a microtelephone, 
which had a small mirror in the vibrat- 
ing drum. A ray of light reflected from 
the mirror recorded its vibrations—that 
is to say, the vibrations of the vowel 
sounds—on a traveling band of sensitized 
paper.—Chicago Herald.

A Folding Bridge. 


There is a peculiar folding bridge at 


Canal street, Chicago, at a place where 
the Chicago river is too narrow to permit 
the use of a swing bridge with a pier in 
the middle of the stream. It consists of 
a movable roadway which divides in the 
center over the middle of the stream. 
Each half of the bridge is hinged at about 
one-third of its length from the ahore. 
This permits the parts overhanging the 
river to drop down in front of the abut- 
ments, while the shorter hinged portions 
rise, forming a gate which intercepts the 
passage of jjteams or pedestrians. The 
two halves of the bridge are supported 
by heaTy ^ars reaching down from steel 
towers about 60 feet high. 


The whole bridge is 177 feet long, the 


movable part 100 feet and the actual span 
over the Chicago river 80 feet. The road- 
way is 21 feet wide, and there is a seven 
foot passage on each side. The wholo 
structure is built of steel and weighs 130 
tons. It is operated by a 10 horsepower 
engine on each side of the river, aided by 
a system of counter weights, the ma- 
chinery being below vhe loyel of tho 
bridge. It is operated very quickly, and 
the span has been opened or closed in 15 
seconds. The structure eost but about 
$40,000, including the masonry abut- 
ments, and is very strong, a 20 ton steam 
roller passing over it without serious de- 
flection.—Exchange.
